200. yards of no- ‘man’s land, 
each side had its eyes fixed on the 


strategic Alamein camp which. the ! 


British were evacuating. 

But that wasn’t all. It soon be- 
came apparent that the Arab league 
nations surrounding Palestine did 
not intend to stay out of this fight. 

Reports were current that six Arab 
nations had. decided. to invade the 
Holy Land with ground, sea and air 
forces before the British ended their 
mandate on May- 165. 

The whole thing was shaping up in 
the. form of a. more or less total 
Arab effort to crush. completely: the 
Jewish intention of creating a Zionist 
state in Palestine, 

Worried United. Nations: delegates, 
meanwhile, cast about for a means 


.to- prevent the inevitable carnage, 


or at least to preserve the city of 
Jerusalem. 

France. pushed its sponsorship of 
a heavily-armed volunteer U. N. po- 
lice corps to safeguard Jerusalem. 
Hint’ of the make-up of such a force 
was given in-the suggestion that it 
might include 100 New York pdlice 
volunteers, but no Russians. This 
protective army would pumber from 
500. to 800 members. ~".°* 

While the Palestine situation 
leaped into a frantic state of flux, 
the United States kept discreetly out 
of it all in conformation to its re- 
cently adopted policy of apparent 
disinterest to what happens in the 
Holy Land.

The ‘deaths are the 
result of interna) lead poisoning . for 
Which there is no known antidote. 

“Most of the dead’ dicks are mal- 
lards. The lead poisoning is brought 
on when healthy ducks in search of 
food or gravel swallow spent. shot 
which they have picked up from the 
bottoms of marshes and lakes. A 
single No. 5 or Na. 6 shot, absorbed 
into the duck’s bloadstream, can 
cause death, 

o The lead in’ the bloodstream 
causes a creeping paralysis which 
causes the wings to droop until the 
bird is unable ‘to fly. The -breast 
wastes. away, the digestive tract 
finally is“affected, and the bird dies. 

. Ammunition manufacturers have 
been searching. for a. substitute for 
lead shot pellets but up. to. the pres- 
ent time no satisfactory substitute 
has been found. 7 

University of Minnesota, which

- Major cities in the United States 
have started vigorous drives against 
crime, American Municipal associa- 
tion reports.. : 

Local. law enforcement campaigns 
are. being stimulated by a national 
crime: increase: which the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has- esti- 
mated at 17 per. cent. since 1939. In 
many. big cities, armed robberies 
recently have increased alarmingly. 

Boston police have put in- action 
a new “bandit squad”. ordered: to 


‘stop’ with a bang’? the current 
wave of stickups in that city. Fifty- 


seyen. selected officers are spear- 
heading the drive on banditry. Led 
by FBlI-trained ‘captains, the squad 
is working a three-shift schedule, 
round the clock. : 


In Chicago, police are striving to: 


-cure a similar rash of armed hold 


ups... More. and bigger detective. 
squads are operating at night in an 
effort to -halt robberies. During 1947, 
there were some 450 robberies in 
Chicago, compared to 322.in 1946: 
Denver ‘also is ‘confronted with a 
wave of banditry, Police activitits 
have been spurred especially by two 


‘of the largest holdups in recent Den- 
‘ver. history... Lone-wolf robberies 


have increased markedly as well. 

Organized lawlessness is feeling 
the edge of all-out enforcement 
drives in. several cities. Phila- 
delphia’s department of public safe- 
ty has doubled. its vice squad to in- 
crease. effectiveness of raids on 
gambling. and. unlicensed liquor 
joints.

While the United States : govern- 
ment in studying pros and cons of 
promoting. aviation’s growth, re- 
ports from many ‘foreign. countries 
show that they are also active, as a 
commercial as well as a defense 
measure.

| barked: on broad programs. to de- 


velop their air potential are Britain, 
Canada, France, Russia, ,Czechoslo- 
vakia, Italy, Denmark, Sweden, the 
Netherlands, Belgium, -Uruguay, 
Argentina, Peru, : Brazil, India, 
China, Australia, the Philippine Re- 
public and New Zealand. ° 

On the question of how. much’ em- 
phasis shouldbe given to ‘aviation 
research — Britain's. defense estab- 
lishment, reorganized in 1946, put 
Sir Henry Tizard, a leading air 
authority, in charge of all research.

Ginger, Spice of Antiquity, 
Still: Leads. in Popularity 

Chinese ginger, from. which the 
first gingerbread. men were made- 
centuries ago, again is coming to 
the United States from Hong Kong. 

Ginger is one of the “big five’’ 
that normally make up nine-tenths 
of the trade volume of the 25 .com- 
mon spices, says. National Geo. 
graphic society. Its use dates back 
to early Greek and Roman times. 

Made into shapes of men, animals 
or letters of the alphabet, ginger- 
bread was delighting the children 
of England at Christmas time ‘as 
early as the 15th century. Often the 
figures were gilded. ; : 

Henry VII of England included 
ginger in a recipe sent the Lord 
Mayor of London as -a remedy 
against the plagues: then Tavag- 
ing the city. 

Ginger was imported into France 
and Germany perhaps ag early as 
the ninth century. English tavern 
keepers kept perforated containers 
-of it so that customers could sprin- 
kle ginger on. their ale and porter. 

In the United States, the “spice 
has been particularly popular in 
New England where, among other 
uses, ginger sauce sometimes is 
served on ice cream. ee 

The ginger of commerce comes 
from the underground. rootlike stem 
of the plant which grows to a height 
of two or three feet in the rich, 
well-watered soil of tropical coun- 
tries. It yields. 760 to 1,500 pounds 
of the dried spice to the-acre inone 
year. Ban 


Sorting Out Feathers 

Chicken feathers not only. are .be- 
ing used for stuffing pillows, but ‘also 
are being spun into newly developed 
feather fibers. A method has been 
devised for sorting chicken feathers 
8o that they may be graded for dif- 
ferent uses. Working on the’ theory 
that the fluffier‘a feather, the high- 
er it will rise in a current of air, 
the feathers are chopped and 
placed in’a vertical tower up which 
they are blown. The feathers are 
collected at different heights, he- 
ing’ separated ‘into’ grades. by the 
weight of their quills and the amount 
of fluff..The controlling of the mois- 
ture and the upward. speed of .the 
blast of air. makes’ it possible’ to 
separate: a mixed lot ,of feathers 
into. six «grades. ‘The graded: feath- 
ers:can be blended.to any ‘exact 
need by mixing the various grades.
